The day that an y farmer hau ls his 
wheat o r an y grain to an y elev ato r 
in Ru sh co u n ty , he has so ld it at the 
market p rice o f that day . Hereto fo re 
be co u ld sto re it in an elev ato r an d 
leav e it there u n til he was ready to 
sell. 
If he tho u ght the £ rice wo u ld 
raise, he gen erally held his grain u n ­ 
til he tho u ght the high mark o n the 
market had been reached. 
Alo n g co mes the Demo cratic legis­ 
latu re with the p u blic serv ice co m­ 
missio n act, o n e sectio n 
o f 
which 
p ro v ides that elev ato r o wn ers shall 
make an acco u n tin g to the co mmis­ 
sio n o f all grain in sto rage ev er so 
o ften . The elev ato r men say it’s im­ 
p o ssible, so they p ro ceed to warn the 
farmers o f Ru sh co u n ty 
that 
they 
will accep t n o mo re grain fo r sto r- 
age. 
The defen se o f the elev ato r men is 
that they wo u ld all 
be 
ban kru p t. 
They say that they co u ld make n o th­ 
in g o n their in v estmen t if they were 
co mp elled to keep a co mp licated sy s­ 
tem o f bo o ks. This they wo u ld hav e 
to do in o rder to co mp ly with the law. 
So me farmers hav e been disp o sed 
to blame the elev ato r man . 
A lo cal 
elev ato r o wn er said 
this 
mo rn in g 
that o n e o f his cu sto mers had o p en ly 
said to him that he believ ed the ele­ 
v ato r men framed that law an d had 
it p assed fo r their ben efit. 
The ele­ 
v ato r man p ro mp tly p o in ted o u t im­ 
p ractical 
an d 
fo o lhardy 
su ch 
a 
co u rse wo u ld be. 
‘‘Here is an elev ato r man ,” he said 
to the farmer, “who has bu ilt

co st o f $25,000.

their grain to the elev ato r when it 
is threshed an d n o t sellin g it u n til the 
market is go o d. Sin ce they co u ld al­ 
way s sto re their grain at the elev a­ 
to r, they hav e 
n ev er 
p rep ared 
to 
sto re grain o n their 
farms.

likely this will resu lt in man y mo re 
p ro sp ero u s farmers 
p rep arin g 
to 
sto re their o wn grain in the fu tu re.

small n u mber o f farmers n o ticed the 
an n o u n cemen t.

stated the Natio n al Co u n cil o f In ­ 
du strial Defen se, an o rgan izatio n o f 
man u factu rers an d emp lo y ers chief 
amo n g who m is the N. A. M., raised 
fro m $500,000 to $7 ,000,000 a y ear 
to p rev en t radical labo r legislatio n . 
The treasu rer o f this o rgan izatio n 
to o k the stan d immediately thereaf­ 
ter an d testified that all o f the rec­ 
o rds o f the o rgan izatio n wo u ld be in ­ 
tro du ced to sho w that o n ly $35,000 a 
y ear was raised an d that v ery little 
o f it was ex p en ded in p o litical wo rk. 
The p art o f Mu lhall’s letter relat­ 
in g to Mr. Watso n ’s co n feren ce with 
Oo L Ro o sev elt fo llo ws: 
“He (Watso n ) said he was in v ited 
to the White Ho u se at 9 :30 p . m. an d 
was with the Presiden t u n til 11:30 
p . m.

Fo u rth, to p ass a child’s 
labo r law fo r the District o f Co lu m­ 
bia, which wo u ld be a mo del law fo r 
the states in gen eral.

to ld the 
Presiden t that it was imp o ssible fo r 
him to get thro u gh this Co n gress two 
o f tho se bills. 
First that Co n gress 
wo u ld o n ly v o te fo r two battleship s. 
“Seco n d, that Co n gress wo u ld n o t 
amen d the Sherman law. The Presi­ 
den t wan ted to kn o w why . Mr. W at­ 
so n to ld him that almo st the en tire 
man u factu rin g in terests o f the co u n ­ 
try were again st it. 
“The Presiden t wished to kn o w if 
Watso n kn ew o r had met Mr. Van 
Cleav e. Watso n to ld him he had an d 
that he kn ew Van Cleav e v ery well, 
an d o ther leaders who were in to u ch 
with Van 
Cleav e, an d 
that 
Van 
Cleav e was a sp len did 
fello w an d 
kn ew wfiat the man u factu rers wan t­ 
ed. 
He stated that he talked alo n g 
these lin es with the Presiden t, an d 
fin alty the Presiden t did n o t p ress 
to hav e the Sherman bill p assed at 
this sessio n o f Co n gress. 
“He then stated that they p assed 
to the child labo r law an d Watso n 
asked the Presiden t who wo u ld draw 
this mo del bill.

Fredrick bo y , the smaller o f the two , 
was barefo o ted an d carried an o v er­ 
co at. He claimed that the o thei bo y 
in du ced him to leav e ho me. The p o ­ 
lice here receiv ed 
wo rd fro m the 
Fredrick bo y ’s 
mo ther 
that 
she 
wo u ld sen d ear fare an d to sen d him 
ho me. The Steel bo y ’s mo ther stated 
o v er the p ho n e that she had n o mo n ­ 
ey to sen d him an d fo r the o fficers to 
do what they tho u ght best. The bo y 
staled that he wo u ld like to wo rk o n 
a farm bu t co u ld fin d n o emp lo y men t 
in Kn ightsto wn . 
The Steel bo y was 
started' ho me 
sho rtly a,fter n o o n . He walked fro m 
Kn ightsto wn here 
an d the 
p o lice 
tho u ght it wo u ld do him n o harm to 
walk back. 
The o ther lad was held 
u n til the n o rth bo u n d Big Fo u r train 
an d sen t ho me. 
H arry ' Steel, the 
o lder o f the two , is a reader o f ten 
cen t n o v els an d was fu ll o f the y el­ 
lo w-back en thu siasm, ex p lain in g the 
p o licy that he carried a red han d- 
kercheif “to flag the train s like they 
do in the bo o ks.” 
The p o lice state 
that he is rip e fo r Plain field an d o n ly 
his p ro mise to retu rn ho me an d stay 
there kep t him fro m go in g this time. 
The p aren ts o f the Fredrick bo y 
are liv in g an d the 
o ther bo y liv es 
with his mo ther. 
They left Kn ights­ 
to wn y esterday mo rn in g abo u t elev ­ 
en o ’clo ck. 
When fo u n d by the p o ­ 
lice bo th were abo u t 
half starv ed 
an d were giv en a big din n er by Chief 
McAllister. When giv en a chan ce to 
retu rn ho me the Steel lad ju mp ed at 
the ehan ee an d the o ther bo y stated 
that this was his last trip away fro m 
ho me.

A balustrade effect will be given by 
the large panels at the rear of the 
stage. The side panels or wings have 
been painted to carry out the inter­ 
ior view which is beautified by the 
richly draped top panels or “ flies.” 
The cenery when arranged presents 
an attractive view overlooking 
the 
Rhine River. The work is done in 
water colors which olend beautifully. 
The light blue of the quiet river will 
have a very pleasing effect in con­ 
trast to the brown of the drapery un­ 
der the glare of the electric lights.

Ju ly 17 .—From the p res­ 
ent attitu de of the m anag ers’ confer­ 
ence committee of the eastern rail­ 
roads, as ex p ressed by its rep resenta­ 
tiv es, it looks as if when the arbitra­ 
tion board is ap p ointed u nder the New- 
lands amendment to the Erdman act 
to p ass on the differences between the 
trainm en and condu ctors of the rail­ 
roads, there will be a disp u te as to 
what is to be arbitrated. 
On behalf 
of the m anag ers’ committee it was 
said that the arbitration will ap p ly to 
the g riev ances of the railroads as well 
as to the demands of the men. 
As a resu lt of a hu rriedly called con­ 
ference in the eng ineering society ’s 
bu ilding between the m anag ers’ com­ 
m ittee and the conference committees 
of the trainm en and condu ctors, it was 
decided to send a teleg ram to Presi­ 
dent Wilson asking for the sp eedy 
serv ices of the mediators u nder the 
Newlands amendment. 
A rep resentativ e of the conference 
committee of m anag ers was asked if 
the committee still held to the v iew 
that the manag ers insist that the com­ 
p laints or g riev ances of the railroads 
will come u nder the arbitration. 
“They hold,” he said, “that all qu es­ 
tions of rates, of wag es and conditions 
of work of the trainm en and condu c­ 
tors will come u nder the arbitration 
p roceeding s and that the railroads will 
hav e m atters to su bmit to arbitration.” 
When W. G. Lee., head of the train­ 
m en’s org anization, was told of this he 
said: 
“We will not stand for arbitra < 
tion of any thing bu t the p oints at issu*’ 
and at the conference between ou r 
committees and the committees of the 
railroads, no mention was made o f, 
any thing bu t the qu estions now in dis- j 
p u te, which are the demands of the j 
trainm en and condu ctors.” 
President Garretson of the condu e 
j 
tors’ org anization said in reference to ; 
the Erie railroad, which withdrew j 
from the m anag ers’ committee and 
whose officials say it will not be rep re j 
sented in the arbitration p roceeding s, i 
that tfftey su p p orted the contention j 
that Whatev er award is made by arbi­ 
tration mu st be accep ted by the Erie, j 
“The committee of the condu ctors 
and trainmen of the Erie sy stem hav e 
been ordered to reconv ene here at 
once,” he said. 
It was learned that the Erie will nol 
be likely to allow a strike if it can be 
av erted. 
It is p ossible that the Erie 
may ag ree to arbitration sep arate from 
that of the other roads. The Erie will 
in the meantime, it was said, await 
the resu lt of the p resent arbitration.

Indianap olis, Ju ly 17 .—A deleg ation 
of citizens from Lake cou nty conferred 
with Dr. J. N. Hu rty . state health com­ 
missioner, concerning the limitations 
the new hou sing law imp oses on bu ild­ 
ers of flats and similar stru ctu res. 
The deleg ation was headed by John 
Gav it, Democratic cou nty chairman of 
Lake cou nty . Mr. Gav it ex p lained the 
situ ation by say ing that in Lake cou n­ 
ty land had su ddenly become ex treme­ 
ly v alu able. 
Many bu siness men in

Washing ton, Ju ly 17 .—Colonel Mar­ 
tin M. Mu lhall v olu nteered the asser­ 
tion, du ring the rev iew of Mu lhall’s 5,- 
000 letters by the senate lobby commit­ 
tee, that the National Cou ncil for In­ 
du strial Protection was p ossessed of 
the p ower to raise at any time from 
$500,000 to $7 00,000 a y ear to p romote 
leg islation fav orable to the emp loy ing 
Interests or to hinder labor leg islation 
of a radical character. The committee 
did not delv e v ery far into the col­ 
onel’s assertion when he made it, bu t 
later called to the stand J. P. Bird, 
g eneral manag er of the National Man­ 
u factu rers’ association and interrog at­ 
ed him as to the character, comp osi­ 
tion and scop e of the national cou ncil, 
of which he is the treasu rer. Bird told 
the committee that org anization had 
been formed for p u rp oses of combating 
the radical tendencies in the m atter of 
state and national labor leg islation. 
The association nu mbered some twen­ 
ty -fiv e 
su bsidiary 
associations, of 
which the most im p ortant was the N. 
A. M. 
He said that Mu lhall’s asser­ 
tion that the National Cou ncil for In­ 
du strial Defense makes an annu al ex ­ 
p enditu re in its leg islation activ ity of 
half a million or more, will be m et by 
the p rodu ction of the treasu rer’s book 
of the national cou ncil, which will 
show ex p enditu res, he said, of $35,000 
or $40.000 p er annu m. 
In the committee’s rev iew of Mul- 
hall’s corresp ondence it reached the 
p eriod in the career of the colonel 
when he had become activ e in big af­ 
fairs in Washing ton. The colonel laid 
claim to a most intim ate relation with 
the late Vice President Jam es S. Sher­ 
man, then a member of the hou se and 
chairman of the Rep u blican cong res­ 
sional camp aig n committee. 
He was 
hand in g lov e with Rep resentativ e 
James E. W atson, then newly nominat­ 
ed for the g ov ernorship of Indiana. He 
called on Senators Aldrich and For- 
aker with reckless abandon. 
A letter -written by Mu lhall to Mr. 
Schwedtman in the sp ring of 1908 , 
when Colonel Roosev elt was p resident, 
told of a conv ersation between W at­ 
son and Roosev elt with reg ard to cer­ 
tain leg islation p ending and Mr. Roos­ 
ev elt’s chances for a third term was 
read. 
A rep ort by Mu lhall on the sit­ 
u ation in the district of Rep resenta­ 
tiv e John J. Gardner of New Jersey , 
also was read. 
Mr. Gardner had in­ 
cu rred the enm ity of the N. A. M. 
throu g h his p ersistent adv ocacy of the 
eig ht-hou r bill, then p ending before 
the hou se labor committee. 
In this 
rep ort 
Mu lhall s a y s among 
other 
thing s: 
'In my interv iew with Mr. Sherman, 
the chairman of the Rep u blican nation­ 
al committee, on Wednesday , he dis­ 
tinctly told me that we ou g ht to de­ 
feat Gardner at the coming p rimary 
election if p ossible. Mr .Sherman also 
stated that he has done ev ery thing he 
p ossibly cou ld to stop Gardner from 
g etting these radical bills before con­ 
g ress.” 
In a letter to Mr. Schwedtman, dated 
Colu mbu s, O., March 21, 19 08 , Colonel 
Mu lhall tells of a talk with Mr. Vory s, 
who then was Secretary Taft’s p oliti­ 
cal manag er. 
This took p lace while 
Mu lhall was in Ohio help ing R. D. 
Cole’s renomination for cong ress. Mr. 
Vory s assu red him, he said, that the 
secretary was ju st as strong as he ev er 
was reg arding inju nction laws, and 
w'as not in fav or of amending them.
